The Central Executive Committes of the Seviet Communist 
Party in its news bulletin No. 612-618 ~ W.G.0. clearly ex~ 
posed the sinister background of the so-called plan for side 
ing Europe (the Marshall-Truman Plan] and indicated the ex 
tremely great denger facing the prolutariat, created by 
certain groups in America and Great britain who, since the 
«nd of the war, are trying by all posible means to retain 
their imperialistic position. 


The division of Burcpe into two onemy Ganps, since the 
Faria Conference, has become a realized fact. Capital, under 
the leadership of the American milliousires, is on one sides, 
and the proletariat, led by the Soviet Union, is on the other. 
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The firm bloc of Slav states, or better of the Van- 
Slav Soviet Union, is a recent success o? the Communist 
Party, which has acein proved thet the course which the 
Slav peoples have taxcen, led by the Russian people, is 
the risht one, and is also proof that the croat ideals 
of the Third International which motivated the distin~ . 
guished creators of the Soviet Union, the protecting 
power of the proletariat, aro capable of execution.

(5) In ell the constituent stetes of Yuroslavia to 
tea'ce the most severe measures acainst the reactionary circles 
amonz the bourmoisie and above all arnainst Catholic circles, 
the families of emigrants, and in concral avainst all persons 
wes are proven or suspected collaborators of the "white bandits" 
i: the forests or in foreign countries. 


(6) To establish an unofficial and purely narty censor= 
ship of foreign correspondence in comnection rith L.U.P. and 
OZNA (UDB) organs in accordance with the aboveenentioned 
directive, Tac - X¥I - XXVII. 


(7) To take drastic measures, in collaboration with

(9) To require raristration of all accurnlations of 
gold, platinum, silver as well as jewelry and precious stcnes 
‘i> jewelries ond watch shops; sinilar registration to bo rea 
quired of contists and dental technicians as woll as churches 
and private persons, in accordance with the ebove montioned
